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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Applicant's election without traverse of Species C, claims 1-8, in the reply filed on 
08 September 2004 is acknowledged. Claims 1 7-21 , 27-35, and 45-54 are canceled. 
Claims 1-8 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as based on a 
disclosure which is not enabling. The absence of the reflection electrode above the 
smoothed portion of the insulating layer in the non-display region that is critical or 
essential to the practice of the invention, but not included in the claim(s) is not enabled 
by the disclosure. See In re Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). 

Please consider that the claimed invention is to facilitate clean removal of the 
reflection electrode above the smoothed portion of the insulating layer in the non-display 
region. Without removal of (absence of) that portion of the reflective layer, there is no 
purpose for the smoothing. Therefore, examiner considers absence of the reflection 
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electrode above said smoothed portion to be essential to the invention and must be 
claimed. Examiner recommends amendment of claim one as follows: 

At the end of claim 1, the recitation "display region is smoothed." should be 
amended to read - - display region is smoothed, and no residual portion of said 
reflection electrode remains on said second electrically insulating film in the region 
outward of the display region that is smoothed. - - . 

As to claims 2-8, they are directly dependent upon claim 1 rejected above. 

References cited but not applied are relevant to the instant Application.
